At the same time, tinplates 
are cheaper to-day than when the tariff of 
1890 went into effect.

appoint, 1 iut that tho legislative power 
should Ix divided between tho czar, tho 
liouse of boyurs aud tho statoa general. 
Tho oath imposed upon iMlclmol Romunuff 
was therefore to tho eilect that ho should 
nelthur ilorroo laws, nor declare war, nor 
conclude troatloH of peace or nlllnnro, nor 
Inflict capital punishment or confiscation 
of property upon any person except with 
tho assent of tho lioyurs and tho parliament. 


Afterward this letter, whonlthad served 


its purpose, wan declared to bo a forgery. 
A few yuirs later tho young czar ordered 
tho charter of 1013 to bo destroyed and to 
l>o rej)lacod by another, In which it was 
JIM flown that Michael Romanoff was 
elected czar and "autocrat" of all tho 
Busslas. Gradually tho convocation oven 
of a merely consultative assembly became 
leas and loss frequent. 
Finally its exist- 


ence was altogether done away with. Aft- 
er 1082 no convocation took place any 
more, except onco, under Catherine II, for 
u mere temporary object. 


It is to these sporadic cases of states gen- 


eral, If they may bo called eo, and (o a char- 
ter enshrouded In some historical doubt 
that Russian Liberals have in our time, 
uow and then, referred as to a precedent. 
At least they did so in writings published 
abroad, Russian censorship having forbid- 
den tho subject to bo touched upon at all. 
Peter I, Catherine I, Peter II, Anno, Eliz- 
abeth, Potor III, Catherine II, Paul I, 
Alexander I, Nicholas I, Alexander II, 
Alexander HI, all ruled on the strict auto- 
cratic principle, -which Nicholas II Is still 
bent upon continuing. Poter I tho Groat 
enlarged upon it by extending tho liability 
to corporal punishment from tho nobility 
to tho Imperial family itself. Ho had his 
own sisters whipped. Ho put his own son 
to tho torture, who died from it. Ho, too, 
took a delight in chopping off tho heads of 
n row of political offenders while quailing 
brandy between each fatal stroke of his 
reddened axe. It was sultanism with a 
vengeance.—Fortnightly Review.

At certain intervals ho would erect 
skeleton towers—like windmill towors— 
e ich having an electric trolley wire run- 
Tilng from bottom to top. Tho wire trans- 
ports peculiarly made bombs to tho top, 
v.'hcro they are exploded by electricity. Tho 
bombs contain liquefied carbonic acid gas, 
vhlch, when liberated by tho explosive, 
vill instantly evaporate and severely chill 
t lie surrounding atmosphere. 


A Canadian inventor patents a unique 


svstom by which air passes through a con- 
survatory or hotbed of flowers before being 
cooled and circulated through the house. 
l:y this means the air is not only coolod, 
but purified and scented with tho sweet 
odor of violets, hyacinths, lilies of the val- 
li-y or what not. 


Another inventor, claiming to have 


F )lved tho hot wave problem, would con- 
fetruct a largo gas envelope shaped like tho 
suction of an orange. Along tho lowe 
C'lgo runs a thick pipe of aluminium porfo 
r.ited like tho rear spout of a street sprin 
klor. To this is connected a hose of ligh 
rubber or other material, which may I) 
B'Towod to a flro plug or spigot. Atth 
ends of tho gas envelopes aro cables fasten 
e'l to carriages at either side, contain! n 
pulley attachments. 
In dry weather thi 


contrivance may bo sent nloft, against th 
Tvliid if there bo any, being controlled b, 
tho vohlclcB below. It can bo directed ove 
tho tops of high buildings and high trees 


A Nashville cltlxon would do away witl 


tho popular custom of playing tholiose up 
on tho front pavement. Jii substitution 
thorofor ho would resort to a schema by 
•^ hich coolness and sanitation might b 
jointly accomplished. He would lino th 
streets of our citioH on. either side witl 
largo pipes, just under tho curb. At shor 
intervals these would contain spouts 
sj treading streams upon tho concrete streo 
in front and converting it into a trough 
to bo cleanly drainod by sowers at tho tor 
initiation of a slope at each side. This sy;

cleanse tho streets. 


For smaller and cheaper devices patent 


aro even more plentiful. An enterprising 
Buckeye inventor recently patented a con 
ti'lvanco by which any person suffering 
from the heat may convert himself into 
Ii vitig fountain of cold crystal water. The 
contrivance consists of a loosely fitting col 
lii r of rubber and a largo basin or dish sov 
ei al feet in diameter. 
Tho collar fits over 


the neck and shoulders. It contains many 
perforations on tho under side. To keep 
cool by Its means the wearor sits in a chair 
placed in tho middle of the basin, connects 
a hose to the colhir and enjoys the contin- 
uous passage of a slowly flowing current 
ol any temperature over his limbs anci 
body. Tho same may be used as n shower 
bath for cleansing as well as cooling pur- 
poses. 


If you aro a chronic sufferer from tho 


heat, besides supplying yourself with some 
of tho ingenious devices mentioned, you 
should purchase a mattress and pillows, 
recently patented—mode of a light water- 
woof material—to bo filled with ico water. 
This might be comfortably combined with 
a derico patented by a Jacksonville invent- 
or, who would incloso your bedstead in a 
conical sack of mosquito netting, this in- 
closuro terminating in a metallic cylinder 
at the top. Inside tho cylinder revolves an 
electric fan arranged to suck tho air direct- 
ly up, sending it out at the top. You are 
thus left to sweet repose in a coolness with- 
out either a draft against tho body or 
tho stifling atmosphere usually produced 
by mosquito netting. Should this not suf- 
fice, you might employ tho unique contriv- 
ance designed by a patentee who calls his 
in vcntion a •' fanning cover.'' An ordina- 
ry sheet is placed over the usual bedclothes 
and is mounted upon a wire frame, ono 
end of which is hinged to tho footboard 
and tho other to a light motor. By simply 
touching a switch at your side you may 
eouso the cover to shake up and down at 
a 1 Ivoly pace, causing a refreshing breeze 
and terrifying all denizens of the night 
which rwek to disturb your slumbers. 


While sitting upon your lawn in tho 


evening you may enjoy the invention of a 
Minneapolis citizen who utilizes tho water 
power in an ordinary garden hose to turn 
a rotary fan at a high speed. 
Tho fan is 


mounted upon a metal lie pedestal and may 
bo turned to create a current in any desired 
direction. 


While riding upon your wheel yon May 


further enjoy tho breeze from a small fan 
revolving in a guard of network between 
tho handle bars. A friction wheel beneath 
rubs against the tiro of your front wheel. 
While driving In your carriage you may 
onjoy a similar adaptation to your wheels. 


J.n fact, you cannot get outside the realm 


of automatic fans. If you are in tho coun- 
try, where no electricity is to be had, you 
may enjoy tho comforts of a combination 
roi'king chair and rotary fan, or you may 
wear a newfangled hat, recently patented, 
ha ving in tho top a fan wheel to ho actu- 
ated by clockwork.—Washington Star.

Arch sticet, Philadelphia, Pa., answered 
with frco medical advice for any disease, 


BAKED BLUEFISH. 


Directions For Preparing a Dish Which Is 


Often Spoiled In the Cooking. 


A fish is more often ruined in baking 


than in almost any other way, yet If a 
bluellgh ig properly baked it is a most de- 
licious dish. 


Thoroughly clean and wash a fish weigh 


ing not loss than SX pounds for baking 
Make a stuffing by putting a large spoon 
ful of butter into a saucepan, and when 1 
is melted add ono eupful of broad crumb 
which hfivo been soaking in a scant hnl 
eup of milk or water, a quarter of a tea 
spoonful of salt and tho same quantity o 
popper, ono teuapoouful each of choppcc 
capers and parsley, and onion juice or no 
as preferred. Put the stuffing into tho fist 
and close the opening with fiirmll woodoi 
ekowers. 
Cut three gashes in each side o 


tho fish about half an inch deep and tw< 
inches long and lay a atrip of larding por) 
in each cut. 


Now draw tho fish into tho form of 


letter S by putting a long needle, holding 
a strong white thread, first through thi 
head, then through tho middle of tho bod; 
and, the tail and fastening with a kno 
that can bo easily taken out whcii tho fish 
te baked. Put a tin shoot, qn which havi 
been laid some slices of fat salt pork, in 
the bottom of a baking pan and place the 
fish on it back upward. Hub the fish with 
salt and pepper and dredge with flour 
Pour over it half a cup of wine. Put i' 
into a moderately hot oven and bake, al 
lowing 15 minutes to each pound. Con 
slant basting is necessary for the success 
of the dish. 
When the flsh is cooked, lif- 


the tin sheet from the pan and slide tho 
fish carefully into the center of a heatoi 
platter, remove the thread and garnish the 
fish with sliced lemon and parsloy. 
Serve 


with either of the following Bauces: 


Put one tablespoonful of butter and one 


of flour in a saucepan over the fire, stir 
together and add a cupful of stock, two 
tablespoonfuls of stewed tomatoes, a bay 
leaf, half a dozen peppercorns aiid a tea 
spoonful of sugar. Bring to the boiling 
point, add ft little sherry and more season' 
ing if necessary and strain. 


For eauce hollandaiso, rub half a cup of 


butter to a cream. Add the yolks of throe 
oggs, stirring in one at a time. Add the 
juice from half a lemon, one-fourth of 
teaspoonful of salt and a dash of cayenne 
pepper. Place tho bowl containing tho 
mixture in a pan of boiling water. Adc 
one cup of hot water to the sauce, beating 
all tho tlmo, and stir constantly until tho 
mixture becomes like a soft custard. Do 
not let it boil, but remove from the fire 
and continue to stir a few moments before 
pouring it around the flsh.—New York 
Sun. 


Tho Ballet Trick. 


Tho probability was 99 to 1 that ho 


would be shot, yet an Indian juggler took 
Shat one chance rather than acknowledge 
ins inability to catch the bullet. 
Dr. 


Hoffman, tho government ethnologist at 
Washington, tells tho story: 


The bravest act I havo ever known was 


performed by an Indian juggler. A favor- 
.te trick of his was one that has often been 
performed by white magicians. 


It consisted in permitting himself to bo 


shot at, the hocus pocus being an arrange- 
ment by which the bullet foil out of tho 
mrrel into a cavity in the stock before tho 
weapon was discharged. Meanwhile tho 
man had another bullet concealed in his 
mouth, which at tho instant of firing he 
pushed outward with his tongue, so as to 
nako it appear that ho caught the projec- 
tile between his tooth. 


Now, 
it happened that this man had a 


rival, who was engaged in the conjuring 
msiness in a neighboring village. 
On an 


occasion when the trick was to be pertorm- 
id, the juggler having announced as usual 
;hat he was ready to be shot at by any ono 
present, tho rival stepped forward and said 
ihat he would do the shooting, but he de- 
manded permission to tiso his own gun. 


Naturally the juggler objected, but his 


)rotest was overruled. It was decided that 
ihe rival magician might use his own 
veapon. This meant almost sure death to 
ihe performer. Yet he did not blench. To 
refuse the test would have been permanent 
disgrace. 


There was 1 chance out of 100 perhaps 


;hat the marksman might miss. He de- 
cided to take that chance and so permitted 
the volunteer executioner to take deliberate 
aim and fire at him from a distance of half 
a dozen paces. An instant later ho fell 
dead; the bullet had passed tlirough his 
jrain.—Youth's Companion.

Jen are followed everywhere and their 
movements watched. 
One does not know 


who may be a spy, and even in private cir- 
les a so called friend may be the agent of 
he government. This sort of thing constl- 
utes the Frenchman as a natural detective, 
vith the consequence that large numUers 
f them possess a remarkable facility for 
erreting out criminals and political of- 
enders. This also accounts for the ac- 
knowledged fact that crimes are more 
eurely traced back to offenders there than 
they are here and elsewhere. The number 
of undiscovered crimes in England vastly 
exceeds that of Prance, BotwMistAndinsr 
the much larger population.. 


ST. PETER'S EVE. 


Pope l*o Goes to Pray at tho Tomb of the 


Chief Apostle. 


Frc«i time immemorial tho well con- 


taining the marble staircase which leads 
down to the tomb of St. Peter has been 
called the Confession. The word, I believe, 
is properly applied to tho altar r-U, from 
the ancient practice of repenting there ti'ie 
general concession immediately beioro re- 
ceiving the communion, u custom now 
somewhat modified. B lit I may be wrong 
in giving this derivation. Indeed, a nmr- 
ble balustrade follows tho horseflies ehapu 
of the well, imd upon it are placed 90 gild- 
ed lamps, \vhieli burn perpetually. £ Them 
is said to be no special signiflcamee^n tho 
number,,and they prouuce very little?effect 
by daylight.

But on tho CTO of St. Peter's dny and 


perhaps at ?,ome other seasons tho popo 
lias been known to crime down to the 
church by thu secret stuircneg leading into 
the Chapel of tho Sacrament, to pray at 
the apostle's tomb. On such occasions n 
few great candlesticks wiWi. wax torches 
aro placed on the iloor of the church, two 
and two, between the chapel uud the Con- 
fession. The pope, attended only by a fe\v 
chambcrlfcs find Noble guards and dross 
ed in his customary white cuh.sock, passes 
Hu'iLtly along in tin: dinilif/Jitiaiul desccmis 
the steps to tho gilded gnt6 bi'iicjitb the 
high alt,ir. A marble popt1 kneels thoiv, 
too—Pius VI of tho Brnsehi family—his 
stone draperies less white than Pope Loo'fl 
cassock, his marble face scarcely whiter 
than the living pontiff's alabaster features. 


Those are sights which tew are privi- 


leged to see. 
There is a sort of centraliza- 


tion of mystery, if one may couplo such 
words, in the private pilgrinmgo of tho 
head gf tho church to the tomb of the chief 
apostle by night on the ovo of tho day 
which tradition has kept as "the anniver- 
sary of St. Peter's martyrdom from tho 
earliest times.' The whole Catholic'jivorld, 
if it might, would follow I.,eo XlU'-down 
thoso marble steps, and 200,000,008 voices 
would repeat the prayer ho says alone. 


Many and solemn scenes havo been act- 


ed out by night in tho vast gloom of the 
enormous rhurch, uud if events do nut ac- 
tually leave an essence of themselves iu 
places, as some have believed, yet the 
knowledge that they have happened where 
wo standard recall thorn has a mysterious 
power to thrill tho heart.—Marion Craw- 
ford in Cciitury.

Democratic nomination for president, but 
claimed that tho gold delegation from his 
Htftto hnd received their credentials through 
fraud, and proposed to mnkoft fight for 
the seats. Tho gold men hnd come from 
all sections prepared to insist on a declara- 
tion in tho platform in favor of monomet- 
allism until Mich time as bimetallism 
could be introduced with the eo-oporatlon 
of Kuroptmri governments. 
The silver 


men, on tho other hand, wore determined 
on a declaration in favor of the free and 
unlimited coinage of gold and silver at n 
ratio of 1(1 to 1. On Tuesday Soniitor 
Daniel was selected temporary chairman 
over Senator Hill, and the organization 
committee chose Senator "White for per- 
manent chairman, and on Wednesday con- 
testing silver delogates from Nebraska and 
Michigan wore seated. 


On Thursday tho report of the commit- 


tee on resolutions was presented, together 
with a minority report, and then ensued 
tho groat financial debate. Senator Till- 
miin secured the floor first, and delivered 
n lengthy argument in favor of the double 
standard. His speech was frequently in- 
terrupted, both by applause and hisses. 
Senator David B. Hill, of New York, led 
the debate for the gold forces, and he re- 
ceived a most enthusiastic reception, there 
Hcemlng to bo a contest between the oppos- 
ing forces as to which could make the 
most noise. It was at this session that 
William J. Bryan, "tho boy orator of the 
Platte," made a most remarkable speech 
for the silver issue. At its conclusion 
there was a demonstration lasting nine- 
teen minutes, Mr. Bryan's masterly elo- 
quence having set the delegates and the 
midionce wild with enthusiasm. It was at 
this time that Bryan's presidential boom 
assumed formidable proportions. 


Mr. Hill presented a substitute for the 


financial plank of the platform presented 
by the resolutions committee, but the sub- 
Htitute plank was defoatod by a vote of

r.36 to 803. Mr. Hill also attempted to at- 
tach a plank commending the national 
ndirlnistration, but this, too,was defeated, 
1 he vote being B04 to 857.

Robert E. Pattison, of Pennsylvania, and 
ox-Governor Sylvester Pennoyer, of Ore- 
gon, hod been added to the list.

THK DEMOCRATIC LIDADER. 
Sketch of Hon. William J. Bryan, tho 


FreMldentinl Nominee. 


Mr. Bryan was born March IB, 1800, in Salem, 
Ills. He was taught under his mother's care 
until he was 10 years old, when he wont to the 
public school at Salem, which he attended for 
flvo years. At the ago of 15 he went to the 
Whlpple academy in Jacksonville, Din., which 
Is tlie preparatory department of tho Illinois 
college located at tho some ploco. He spent 
two years in tho academy and four years in the 
colli-ge, taking a classical course. He repre- 
sent od his college In the interstate orotorica 
contest in 1880, and wus clous orator und vale- 
dictorian In 1881. He then went to the Union 
Coll -go of Law in Chicago, and whtlc in attend 
mici there was in the office of Lyman Trum 
hull 


Hi left tho law school Juno 1R, 188(1, and won' 


to J.icksonville to practice luw, remainingthere 
till (tetobor, 1887, when he removed to Li 
Niili, (jriing into partnership -with A R. Talhot 
a classmate of thn law school. He had take i 
part In political campaigns since !8HO, and mail 
a number of Hpi-ei-hes. lie t(K>k part, in tli 
faniiiatgn r»f 1H88 in Nebraska, and was nomi 
nah ft to represent the First district in coi 
In II00. He wan Hi cti'd liy thi- majority of (1,718 
ttlth nigh tho district hud gone Kopubliean by 
4,400, when Secrutary Morton had boon de- 
feat'-d in 1888, and wan thought to IMJ certoiluly 
Republican. Ho supported Springer for speake] 
in tlie ITifty-HeooHd congress, from whoso dis 
tricl in Illinois he came originally. This led to 
his 1 >eing put on the ways und moans commit 
too in congress, of which Springur was chair- 
man , and on March 10, 1892, ho made a tariff 
speech that was tho sensation of tho day and 
was liberally distributed as campaign litera 
tun. He was re-elected in 1892, in spito of the 
fact that the legislature had redistrietod the 
state, and bin district in the previous election 
had given tho Republican ticket about 6,0(X 
majority. 


In tho fifty third congress Mr. Bryan helpet 


to f i amo the Wilson bill, boing a member o: 
the -vays and means committee, and took an 
especially activo part in the income tax. pro 
vlsii 'OB. At the close of the debate on tho in 
coin') tax in congress, replying to Bourko 
Cochran, Aug. 17,1803, at the special session 
delivered a throo hours's speech against the ro 
peal of the Sherman law, this speech being 
more largely circulated than tho tariff speecl 
had boon. He also spoke in favor of tho bill to 
coin the seigniorage aud spoko against Carlisle's 
cunoncy policy, as also against Cleveland's 
gold contract with tho Rothschilds. 


In 1894 ho became, a candidate for tho Unitec 


States senate, and announced that ho woulc 
not bo a candidate for the lower house of con 
from. He was nominated for United States 
sunn tor in the Democratic convention, and tho 
Populist candidate in his district was indorsee 
by the Democrats fur tlie houso of representa 
tivc i. The eiiHUiug stato legislature being Re 
publican, John M. Thnrston, was scut to thi 
senate and the Republican candidate in his 
former congressional district, J. B. Strode, wag 
elected by 5,000 majority During all throe ol 
tho campaigns ho challenged tho opposing can 
didute to a debate, and several discussions wore 
held. 


At tor his retirement from congress he took 


np the practice of law in Lincoln again, but the 
sllv r campaign opening ho found that tho calls 
upon him for speeches and campaign work wi 
so fi eqnent that he was forced to give tip his 
prai tice In September, 1894, ho became the 
editor-in-chief of the Omaha World-Horald 
and had control of its editorial policy on stato 
and national questions. 


Mr. Bryan is a man of small means. Ho was 


married Oct. 1,1884, to Mary Baird, of Perry 
Ills., who attended the female academy in 
Jacksonville when he was in the other school at 
tho name place, and who graduated the same 
week that he did and was also the valedictorian 
of hiT class. She studied law and was ttdmittoc 
to tlie bar, without any idea of practicing, bul 
simply to bo more thoroughly companionable 
to him. Shoisayearor two younger than he 
Thn e children have boon born to them, Rutl: 
10 years old; William J., Jr., about 7, and 
Groie, 5. 


Mi Bryan is a Presbyterian, having joined 


the Cumberland Presbyterian church at the 
age of 14. Ho is now a member of tlie First 
Presbyterian church of Lincoln. His father 
was Silas L Bryan, who was a circuit judge at 
the time of his son's birth, and served in that 
capacity from 1860 to 1872 on the bench of Illi- 
nois Judge Bryan moved on a farm a short 
distance from Salem when his son was 0 years 
.old, nnd from that time until he was 23 years 
old Bryan spent his summers on the farm. In 
1872 bis father ran for congress on the Greeley 
ticket and was defeated by 240 votes. His fam- 
ily comes from Virginia. His father was born 
in Culpeppor oounty in that state, and died in 
Salem, Bis., in 1880. His mother, whose name 
was Maria Elizabeth Jennings, was born in 
Marion county, Illinois, and died in Salem, a 
woek ago last Saturday, after a protracted ill- 
ness. 


In appearance Mr. Bryan is impressive, his 


face indicating intellectuality and power as 
well as good nature. There is a notable ab- 
senci of the boyish look seen in the pictures 
and lithographs of him which have been circu- 
lated He is affable and kindly In manner, eas- 
l\y approachable, and does not lack dignity. In 
appearance he is an Illustration of tho fact 
that homo men are nevor accordod justioa by a 
pictu re, which in his case does not prepare one 
for the expression of keenness shown in his 
face. 


ABTHCR SEWAIX'S CARDER. 


Tho Vice Presidential Candidate a Leading 


Mnliie Ship liuililer. 


Arthur Sewall, the Democratic nominee for 


vice president, was born at Bath, Me., Nov. 26, 
1836. The estate on which he was born and 
where ho now resides has been in possession of 
the Sowall family since 1700. His grandfather 
fought in the war of the revolution. 


By occupation Mr. Sowall was originally a 


fhipbuildor, and he is now largely interested 
n shipping, railways and bonking Tor nine 
years he was president of the Maine Central 
railway, from which position he retired two 
rears ago. He is now president of a bank at 
Bath, is interested in tho Bath Iron works and 
a member of other commercial enterprises. 


8tc:idily for over seventy years has the Sew- 
ill pi ivate signal, awhite "S" on ablue ground, 
lutt<Tcd from the mam spar of some of tho 
stjlun chest, finest, swiftest vessels in the Ameri- 
can merchant marine, carrying the stars and 
stripes into every foreign port. 


From the days of tho first chubby little Di- 


ana, built in 1823, to the great steel Dirigo, 
launched in 1894, this house has been in the 
van with designs for merchant vessels. Bo- 
jinning under William D. Sewall in 1823 the 
lonsi has been continuous, and today it owns 
tho largest sailing merchantmen afloat under 
our flag. 


William D. Sowall was succeeded by his sons 
tinder the name of K. & A. Suwall, which firm 
has since become Arthur Sewall & Co., with 
Arthur Sewall, tho Democratic nominee for 
vice president, at its head, and his nephew, 
Samuel S. Sewall, and one of his sons, Wilham 
D. Sewall, associated with him. 


Th< first of tho Sowall family came to Amer- 
ca in 1634, and Dummes Sewall, the grand- 
'ather of the first shipbuilder, wont to Bath 
from; Now York, which was also in the district 
of Mame, in 1762, whon he purchased the tract 
of land on which to this day stands tho Sewall 
'ard .ind the houses of the Sewall family. In 
.he seventy-one years that the Sowallshave 
>een building ships, they have owned ninety- 
five vssola. 


Arthur Sewall grew np among the scenes of 
he shipyard and seashore, acquiring a famil- 
arity with the business life which has served 
lim well, not only in that particular branch, 
jut in many other lines of mercantile life. 
Thorcis hardly a corporation in Sagadahoek 
county in which ho is not interested. He is 
iromment in railroad circles as well as in poli- 
tics, boing still adirector in many railroads, be- 
sides having been president of the Maine Central 


The vice presidential nominee, nearly twice 
is old as tho head of the ticket, is much older 
ihou he looks. He is a splendid example of phy- 
sical manhood. His hair and mustache are 
slightly tinged with gray, but the wrinkles of 
ago huvo scarcely made their appearance on his 
faco. 


Mr. Sewall was married in 1859 to Miss Emma 


D. Crocker, of Bath. He has two children liv- 
ing, both of them sons, Harold M. and William 
D. Sowall. Harold was tho first consul general 
of the United States to Samoa. In 1885 he was 
nominated by Consul Russell, at Liverpool, as 
vice nnd deputy consul, and held the office un- 
til March, 1887, whon he resigned to accept tho 
Samonn consulship. 


The affairs in Samoa at that time were very 


complicated. Germany wanted to exercise a 
prote 'torato over the isiands,which would have 
resulted in her annexingthe best of them. En"- 
loud and the United States wanted a native 
government—"Samoa for the Samoons," with 
King Malitoea as ruler. The Germans, how- 
ever, had encouraged "King" Tomesese, and 
the United States consul at that time at Apia 
was r"called as unfit to deal with such a oom- 
ph1 cat ion. 


Harold Sewall soon attracted attention by 


his official course. He was finally summoned 
to Washington by Secretary Bayard, and fre- 
quently appeared before the senate committee 
on foi eign relations. He testified so freely and 
fully before that committee that Secretary 
Bayai d reouosted his resignation on the ground 
that his openly expressed views on Samoan af- 
fairs did not agree with those of the state de- 
partment. His resignation was tendered and 
accept ed. This disgusted young Sewall, and he 
has since been prominent in the Republican 
party of his state.

It *!» Believed In Washington That In a 


Few Da.vs the President and Other Ad- 
mlniitratlon Officiate 
Will Announce 


Their Opposition to the Chicago Platform 


WASHINGTON, July 10.—Two members 


of President Cleveland's cabinet have an- 
nounced their opposition to the Chicago 
platform and the Chicago presidential 
nominee. They are Hilary A. Herbert, 
secretary of the navy, and Richard Olney, 
secretary of state. 
Secretary Herbert 


stated that he had decided that support to 
the nominees of the Chicago assemblage 
was out of the qxiostion, and that ho be- 
liovcd the ticket should lie defeated. Ho 
will work against its election, and believes 
that ovnry hound monuy mcuiuur of the 
administration will do likewise. 


Secretary Olney stated that If no sound 


money Democratic ticket was placed in 
the field it vould bo the duty of the ad- 
ministration men either to Tote for Mo- 
Kinloy or to refrain from casting their 
ballots at all. 


Mr. Herbert believes that a third ticket 


will be put forward, and favors such a 
move. Ho says he speaks only for himself, 
nnd not for the administration, but there 
Is little doubt that the president was ad- 
vised of Mr. Herbert's proposed announce- 
ment and approved it. 


It is pointed out that Mr. Herbert is 


Gtill a member of the cabinet, and will 
probably remain so until the end of Mr. 
Cleveland's term, or until he is appointed 
to n position of another sort. If Mr. Cleve- 
land still regarded himself as the president 
of the party which held the convention at 
Chicago, and intended to remain loyal to 
that party, the declaration on the part of 
liny member of his cabinet that ho would 
not support the ticket would be followed 
ut once by a resignation. Mr. Herbert 
simply represents in his bolt the attitude 
of the administration. 


It is expected that these statements will 


bo'followod very soon by declarations from 
other members of the administration dis- 
closing their views and the course they 
will pursue. 


Hoke Smith is understood to be prepar- 


ing to make a similar statement to that of 
Mr. Herbert, and Postmaster General Wil- 
eon said two days ago that he was only 
watting word from Gray Gablef, to make 
known his opinions of the ticket. 


Secretary Carlisle still maintains silence, 


and when seen declined to make any com- 
ment whatever on the situation or express 
any views as to the probability or advis- 
ability of a sound money ticket. Mr. Car- 
lisle, howevor, is evidently waiting for in- 
structions from the president before say- 
Ing anything, and until Mr. Cleveland 
gives the word it is expected he will hold 
his tongue. 


The under secretaries, bureau chiefs and 


other men here who hold high places un- 
der the government are having a hard 
time of It to keep from expressing their 
views, and as soon as Mr. Cleveland speaks 
there will surely follow a general declara- 
tion on the part of these men in opposition 
to the Chicago ticket. 


It is said to be the settled determination 


of the administration to fight the Bryan 
ticket actively. 
Mr. Cleveland and hii 


followers will not bo content with passive 
opposition, but want to make an active 
and vigorous fight for gold 
There is no 


doubt or hesitation at all on this point. 
Secretary Herbert does not speak without 
knowing what attitude is going to be as- 
sumed by his associates. He is a close fol- 
lower of Mr. Cleveland, and would not 
run the risk of taking a position antag- 
onistic to the wishes of his chief. 


The bother is to get an agreement be- 


tween the eastern Democratic leaders, es- 
pecially in New York, and they are con- 
fronted with the fact that they cannot get 
all the prominent gold men who have fig- 
ured prominently af, party men to join in 
the movement. There are some prominent 
gold men, like Gorman, who will not bolt 
the regular Democratic ticket under any 
circumstances, and there are many others 
who feel that the placing of an indepen- 
dent ticket in the field would only help 
Bryan, Inasmuch as It would hold votes 
that would otherwise go to McKinley. 


It is understood that Mr. Cleveland is 


doing what he can to induce Hill and the 
Tammany people to participate in a move- 
ment to hold another nominating conven- 
tion, and that he is having great difficulty 
in bringing them into line. Many of the 
Tammany people are utterly indifferent as 
to the principle involved in the fight, and 
are considering only partisan expediency. 
An argument understood to be advanced 
by Mr Hill in opposition to an independent 
movement is that such a movement will 
destroy the Democratic organization, and 
ihat what should be considered is not the 
iemporary issue, but the future of the 
Democratic party after this fight is over 
and the financial question is settled. 


THF POPULISTS DISAGREE. 


Over the Wisdom of Indorsing: Bryan and 


the Chicago Platform. 


ST. Louis, July 16.— It becomes more 


and more evident each day, as the date of 
the meeting of the national convention 
draws near, that the party will clash over 
;he indorsement of Bryan for president. 
Letters from all parts of the country are 
pouring into the national committee head- 
quarters, some demanding and some de- 
nouncing the indorsement of the Demo- 
cratic ticket, and everything indicates that 
;here is a decided difference of opinion as 
;o the best action to be taken at the com- 
ing convention. It is the opinion of some 
of the Populists here that the party is near 
;he danger line of a split over the ques- 
tion. 


They express the hope, however, that 


some definite plan of action agreeable to 
all can be decided upon at the meeting of 
iho national executive committee which is 
;o be hold here next Saturday. Many of 
;he Populist leaders are awaiting the com- 
ng of the free silver senators who bolted 
the Republican convention. Upon the 
course they take will depend in a measure 
;he action of the anti-Bryan wing. If the 
silver Republicans come out openly for 
3ryan and the Chicago platform the op- 
position may not make much of a fight. 


Mr. Taubeneek still declines to discuss 


ihe movement in favor of Bryan and 
3ewall. His invariable statement is, "I 
lave nothing for publication." 


Chairman Jones Leaves Chicago. 


CHICAGO, July 14— Senator Jones, of 


Arkansas, chairman of the Democratic 
lational executive committee, left for 
Washington yesterday, and will announce 
rom there the executive committee of the 
national committee, which will have 
jharge of the campaign. The time and 
ilace for the formal notification of the 
Jemocratic presidential and vice presi- 
lential candidates has not yet been deter- 
mined, but will be in a few days. It is 
tated that personally Mr. Bryan prefers 
Vew York city, and it is probable that 
his place will be selected, the time prob- 
tbly be the second week in August. C. A. 
Walsh, of Iowa, was yesterday chosen seo- 
etary of the national committee.

thai office in tliat county. 
As District At- 


torney lie instil uted a reform in the prac- 
tice of subpoenaing witnesses, -wife hod here- 
tofore been required to attend court on the 
first day of the session and stay there until 
the case on which they were subpoenaed 
was called. 
Mr. Wanger inaugurated a 


system of dividing the cases and setting a 
certain number for each day, requiring the 
attending of witnesses only on the days as- 
signed for the trial, thereby effecting con- 
siderable saving in the fees of witnesses 
and greatly lessening the inconvenience of 
their attendance. 
This practice inaugur- 


ated by him, has been uniformly folloira 
by his successors ever since. 


In 1880 Mr. Wanger was a delegate to

He made a vigorous canvass bu 
was defeated by 187 votes, although so pop- 
ular a candidate as Colonel Thomas J. 
art lost the district by 902, and Delemater 
for governor by 2214. 


In 1802 he was again nominated for Con- 


gress and elected by a majority of 180 
votes, nearly the same number by which lie 
was defeated before. 
After serving witli 


distinction in the 63d Congress, where he 
hold positions on the committees on public 
lands and on railways and canals—two im- 
portant committees—he was renomiuated in 
1804, and elected by the immense majority 
of 4826, becoming a member of the 54th 
Congress. 


As a member of Congress Mr. Wanger 


has taken a most active part in all impor- 
tant national legislation, particularly 
in- 


teresting himself in the silver bill, tariff 
acts and Indian appropriation bill. 
On 


every question he has ably and carefully 
represented the interests of his constitu- 
ency, and for his re-election to the BCth 
Congress, has already received the most 
emphatic testimonials of regard and confi- 
dence which it is in the power of his fel- 
low citizens of the Seventh Congressiona' 
district to bestow. 


June 25, 1884, Mr. Wanger was married 


to Miss Emma C Titlow, daughter of the 
late John Titlow, of North Coventry, Ches- 
ter county. To them have been born five 
children, three of whom survive—George, 
Ruth and Maiion, the ofher two—Lincoln 
and Rebecca, having died in infancy.

prominently identified with a number ol 
secret orders, being a member of the In 
dependent Order of Odd Fellows, tlie Im- 
proved order of Red Men and of nearly all 
the Masonic bodies of Ibis state. 
As 


Mason he has won much distinction and 
honor in the order, and lately was Grand 
Commander of the Knights Templar of 
Pennsylvania. 


The return of Mr. Wanger to Congress 


would mean much to this district, for now 
being well recognired by the leaders in the 
Capitol City, and with the success of the 
Republicans in securing the President and 
both Senate and House of Representatives, 
he'would become one of the powers and 
could do much for the Seventh Congres- 
sional district which could not be secured 
by a new man, strange to the duties of 
Congress and its details. It is by reason of

He is much impressed with the lion»r=con- 
ferred upon him, not only when in active 
legislative work at Washington, but even 
wncn ho is home.

he may the better represent them, and in 
every way contrives to do his utmost in se- 
curing legislation, and doing that work 
whi«h will be most appreciated by the peo- 
ple whom he represents.

ciples advocated by (he G. 0 P.
